New York, October 23.—At the Brooklyn Rink 
last evening Henry Ward Beecher tolda crowded 
audience his reasons for supporting Cleveland in 
preference to Blaine. The meeting was held under 
the auspices of the Brooklyn Independents. The 
audience, though somewhat damp when the meet- 
ing began, was enthusiastic, as Mr. Beecher’s 
audiences always are. Mr. Beecher began by ex- 
pressing his regrets that he found himself com- 
peiled to oppose the Republican nominee. 

“My appearance here to antagonize the organ- 
ized action of the Republican party,” said he, “is a 
fact of very significant character. Beaforé many of 
you were born,! rocked the cradle of the Republican

CLOSED THEIR DOORS. 


Banking House of H. D. Cooke & Co. Sus- 
pended—The News in Wall Street. 

Wasuiveton, D. C., October 23.—The private 
banking house of H. D. Cooke & Co. of this city 
displayed the following notice at the usual opening 
hour this morning: “Owing to our inability to 
meet pressing demands, we deem it better for the 
interests of all concerned to suspend temporarily.” 

The firm consists of H. D. Cooke of Washington 
City and A, G. Campbell of Kansas and Utah. The 
latter is not in the city and Mr. Cooke has remained 
at his residence this morning. From Maj. John W. 
Corson, confidential clerk of the house, it is learned 
that the total indebtedness of the firm is $170,000, of 
whice $30,000 is fully secured. The liabilities are 
nearly all due to Washington creditors, there being 
only a few thousand dollars due creditors in Balti- 
more, New York and Chicago. The indebtedness 
to all the Washington bankers is abundantly se- 
cured. Maj. Corson says there is every reason to 
. believe the firm wili be able, with the aid of some 
indulgence and time, to pay all liabilities in full. 

It is also learned at the bank that the suspension 
resulted from unfortunate investments dating back 
a number of years. The firm's unsecured liabilities 
amounted to about $400,000 last January, and the 
have steddily been paid off since that time, until 
they are now reduced to $140,000.

WHAT MIGHT HAVE BEEN. 

The political battle-ground which now covers 
the whole Union was, six months ago, confined 
ir@the narrow limits of the Capitol at Washing- 
ton. : ® 

Then and there, as now and everywhere, two 
parties stood facing each other preparing for 
the contest at the polls next month; the Repub- 
lican party on the defensive behind its en- 
trenchments of power, calm, confident,’ har- 
monious and firm; the Democratic party looking 
to its leaders for guidance, 

There was only ‘one issue—the control of the 

National Government. If the Democrats 
could 6btain that, all other gains, changes, re- 
forms and improvements would follow; if that 
were lost, nothing could be gained. 
_ The Republicans seem to have understood 
the situation. They did not try to stir up in- 
ternal dissensions, to read each other out of the 
party, to fight with each other in presence of 
the enemy, to alienate much-needed support, to 
provoke uncalled-for hostilities.

It never 
came. Why?

AN EVENING FIRE. 


The Southern Barbed Wire Company 
Burned Out—The Loss Put at $50,000. 

The works of the Southern Barbed Wire Company, 
on Second and Tayior streets, burned last night, in- 
volving an aggregate loss of $50,000.

will be constructed another crib dyke similar to the 
oue aboye the bayou. This dyke wil lalso be well 
protected by mattresses weil weighted, It is hoped, 
with this dvkes, to deflect the current upon the bar 
on the other side of the river, and cause a “fill” on 
this side.
